A 911 call and the wail of si- 
rens as emergency units respond 
to the high school will kick off 
the day tomorrow morning for 
students at Morgan County High 
School. 

The West Liberty Police De- 
partment and Morgan County 
High School, with help from 
other community organizations 
and officials, have scheduled to- 
morrow, Friday, May 15, to con- 
duct a day-long event at the high 
school with the goal of encour- 
aging students to exercise good 
judgment when faced with peer 
pressure to drink or do drugs. 

The event will begin with a 
mock car crash in the morning 
involving a simulated two-car, 
alcohol-related collision. The fo- 
cus will be on the juniors and 
seniors planning to attend the 
prom. 

As the school year winds to 
an end with prom and graduation 
celebrations approaching, every- 
one needs to be reminded of the 
dangers of driving while under 
the influence of alcohol or drugs 
or riding with an impaired 
driver. Impaired driving is one of 
America’s often committed and 
deadliest crimes, according to the 
National Highway Safety Ad- 
ministration.

Approximately 75 school dis- 
trict employees, parents and stu- 
dents attended the regular school 
board meeting on Monday, May 
11, at Morgan County Middle 
School, to protest possible staff 
reductions after employees re- 
ceived notification from Super- 
intendent of Schools Deatrah 
Barnett that contracts for all non- 
tenured certified and classified 
staff would not be renewed for 
the 2009-2010 school year. 

The potential cuts are a result 
of state educational budgetary 
issues caused by the current glo- 
bal economic recession, which 
has created a $329,000 shortfall 
in 2009-2010 Support Education 
Excellence in Kentucky (SEEK) 
funding for the district. 

Barnett said on Monday after- 
noon those among the 33 certi- 
fied employees who received 
pink slips last week were non- 
tenured art, music and health/ 
physical education teachers. An 
elementary school librarian will 
return to the classroom, leaving 
one itinerant librarian for the four 
elementary schools. 

The superintendent clarified 
that the board is not seeking to 
eliminate the district’s art, music, 
health/physical education and el- 
ementary library programs, as 
has been rumored. Tenured 
teachers in these programs will 
retain their positions. 

Twenty-eight classified em- 
ployees received pink slips, in- 
cluding nine bus drivers - as the 
board may consider consolidat- 
ing some bus routes. School 
cooks will not be affected by the 
staff reductions. 

Notification Contents 

In an e-mail that was sent to 
school employees last week, 
Barnett stated that a significant 
amount of the district’s Title I and 
Rural Schools funding could not 
be allocated for staff salaries due 
to unmet Kentucky Core Content 
student assessment goals: 

“It is absolutely ESSENTIAL 
that you stress to students how 
IMPORTANT it is for them to do 
well on their assessments be- 
cause, when schools or the dis- 
trict don 't meet their achievement 
goals/ Adequate Yearly Progress 
(AYP), we must, by law, hold a 
huge amount of that school's Title 
I funds and a huge amount of the 
DISTRICT'S Title I allocation for 
professional development - THE 
ONLY WAY IT CAN BE USED ! 
( Just last year, this amounted to 
OVER $90,000!) 

(Note: If the school district as 
a whole does not meet its AYP 
goals for two consecutive years, 
it is classified as being in “Tier 
Consequences” and is required to 
allocate 10 percent of its Title I 
funding to professional develop- 
ment. This is also the case with 
Title I funding that is allotted to 
individual district schools.) 

“We also have to retain addi- 
tional monies from our funds for 
Supplemental Educational Ser- 
vices for students at those schools 



( currently one school) and for 
transportation to other, success- 
ful schools. The total amount of 
money we currently “hold" for 
these two things is $50,000 of 
Title I PLUS up to $40,000 of our 
Rural Schools fund. 

“These are monies that could 
be used for salaries and other 
resources, if each school and our 
overall district scores are at or 
above goals and we make our 
AYP again this year. Obviously, 
you can see that if we had NOT 
been in Tier Consequences, we

Question: What’s this I hear 
about a one-time recovery pay- 
ment for Social Security benefi- 
ciaries?

hiring pink-slipped employees 
should take precedence over 
some extended days. 

Barnett also noted in the e-mail 
that she will attend a mandated 
meeting on Wednesday, June 10, 
in Lexington, to determine if state 
and federal government officials 
will permit the first half of the fed- 
eral stimulus money ($300,000) to 
be allocated for salaries. 

Acquisition procedures for the 
second half of the stimulus (an 
additional $300,000) will also be 
discussed. 

Meeting Remarks 

Many of the parents and stu- 
dents who attended Monday’s 
school board meeting came in 
support of Morgan County Middle 
School Band Director Jason 
Johnson, a popular music teacher 
who received a pink slip last 
week. 

Darlene Crouch, of Wrigley, 
parent of a band student, said that 
82 kids have joined the band this 
year since Johnson was named di- 
rector. 

“Mr. Johnson has brought so 
many kids into the band,” Crouch 
said. “Who will teach music to 
these students if Mr. Johnson is 
cut? He is an excellent teacher. If 
the school board cares about these 
kids, Mr. Johnson should be al- 
lowed to keep his job.” 

Several parents agreed with 
Crouch and voiced their support 
for Johnson, as well as a group of 
band students who referred to 
Johnson as a “great teacher” and 
a “friend.” 

Itinerant elementary school 
music teacher Shelly Molinary, 
who also received a pink slip, said 
that music teachers provide a 
valuable service to their students 
and the community. 

“I feel like my job is highly 
important,” Molinary said. “Mu- 
sic teachers put in many hours out- 
side of regular classroom instruc- 
tion. I personally spend several 
hours a week after school giving 
private lessons to students. We 
need to keep music teachers be- 
cause it is proven that students 
who excel in music generally ex- 
cel in several other subjects - par- 
ticularly math.” 

Molinary, along with several 
parents and students, also ex- 
pressed concerns that the band 
program would be eliminated en- 
tirely, and questioned whether 
other extracurricular program su- 
pervisors, such as sports team 
coaches, received pink slips. 

Superintendent Barnett ex- 
plained to the visitors that the staff 
reductions were made on the ba- 
sis of a teacher’s tenure, not by 
their program. 

“The band program will not be 
cut,” Barnett said. “I agree that 
Mr. Johnson is a phenomenal 
teacher who has worked very hard 
to get kids interested in band. We 
want to ensure that kids whose 
first love is music are not forgot- 
ten, but I can’t guarantee Mr. 
Johnson’s job at the moment. Ev- 
ery non-tenured teacher received 
a pink slip; they did not get this 
notification on a program-by-pro- 
gram basis. 

“A large part of our Title I 
funding is tied up in professional 
development and cannot be used 
for salaries. Our federal stimulus 
money also cannot be used for 
salaries at this time. I will do ev- 
erything I can to convince govern- 
ment officials to release these 
funds for that purpose - but I will 
not put my name on the bottom 
line if what I’m approving will not 
make the district fiscally sound. 
This is the best and fairest I can 
do at this time.” 

Barnett also noted that funds 
for extracurricular activities such 
as band and school sports are not 
allocated by the school board, but 
by Site-Based Decision Making 
(SB DM) councils at the individual 
schools. 

As dicussion from the floor 
concluded, Barnett assured the au- 



dience that securing district em- 
ployees’ positions is the school 
board’s first priority. 

“There are many exceptional 
teachers and staff members who 
are impacting our students in posi- 
tive ways,” Barnett said. “The 
board is seeking to do everything 
it can to keep these people in the 
school system. There shouldn’t be 
an ‘us against them’ mentality in 
this situation; everyone will be in- 
formed when we have more infor- 
mation regarding staffing issues.” 

Other Business 

A parent in the audience ad- 
dressed a question to the board 
about land acquisition for a new 
school to replace West Liberty El- 
ementary School (which houses 
former Wrigley Elementary 
School students and remaining 
WLES students residing in north- 
ern Morgan County). 

Board Chairman Patty 
Hutchinson said no plans have 
been discussed regarding a new 
school. A motion was made by 
board member Marshall Jenkins 
at the December 2008 board meet- 
ing to authorize the superintendent 
to contact parties about land ac- 
quisition, but the motion died for 
lack of a second. 

Former Superintendent of 
Schools Joe Dan Gold, who is cur- 
rently serving as a consultant to 
Barnett, presented Kentucky 
School Board Association con- 
tinuing education certificates to 
board members Jim Nunnery and 
Patty Hutchinson. 

Gold also presented a Ken- 
tucky Department of Education 
Recognition of Outstanding 
Achievement certificate for the 
school district’s fulfillment of 
Adequate Yearly Progress goals 
during the 2007-2008 school year 
to the board. 

Following MCMS Principal 
Darren Sparkman’s presentation 
of an academic improvement plan 
for the school, board members ap- 
proved the following items: 

V An amendment adding one 
day to the 2009-2010 school cal- 
endar due to a closure late in the 
current school year for inclement 
weather. 

V A proposal to award school 
picture bids following the presen- 
tation of portrait packages from 
Bob McEachern Photos, Inc., of 
Loudon, Tenn., and Lifetouch Na- 
tional School Studios, of Olive 
Hill Ky., to the board.

Services.

Former Elliott 
clerk files plea 
in funds case 

SANDY HOOK — Reeda S. 
Ison, who recently resigned as 
Elliott County Clerk, pleaded 
guilty last Friday to 40 misde- 
meanor counts of official mis- 
conduct and misapplication of 
public funds. 

Ison, whose office had been 
the target of inquiry for a num- 
ber of years, resigned shortly af- 
ter the release of a state auditor’s 
report that found deficits of more 
than $50,000 had accumulated 
over seven years in accounts 
handled by her office and that her 
office owed money to various 
county tax districts, to the state, 
the IRS and for Social Security 
withholdings. 

According to a plea agree- 
ment with the state attorney 
general’s office, Ison is to be sen- 
tenced to 12 months on each 
count and will be released on the 
condition that she can never 
again hold public office and that 
she makes restitution of over 
$27,000. 

Ison’s responsibility for the 
other portion of the unaccounted- 
for funds was found to be ques- 
tionable since the shortage oc- 
curred prior to a former deputy 
clerk being charged with theft of 
money from the office in 2002. 

Ison, who was elected county 
clerk in 1998, was indicted in 
2008 on felony charges of theft 
and abuse of public trust.

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Love of vintage tractors leads to challenging 
writing career for David McGuire of Ezel 
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David McGuire with vintage Oliver 500 tractor he bought and refurbished three years ago and his 
latest restoration project, a mower for the tractor that he purchased at a local estate auction, 
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When the article David 
McGuire of Ezel wrote about the 
1961 Oliver 500 tractor he bought 
and restored three years ago was 
featured on the cover of Oliver 
Collectors Magazine he had no 
idea that it would lead him to an 
enjoyable and challenging spare- 
time writing career. 

As a result of the full-color 
spread in the U.S. based 
collector’s magazine, David be- 
gan receiving e-mails and letters 
from collectors across the coun- 
try along with a suggestion from 
Elmer Landman, president of the 
David Brown Tractor Club, based 
in Ontario, Canada, that he might 
want to try a Technical Tips col- 
umn on tractors and implements 
for his club’s quarterly publica- 
tion. 

David Brown Tractor Club? 

Well, in the early 1960s, the 
David Brown company, an old 
line firm that originated in 1860 
in Huddersfield, England, struck 
a deal with the Oliver Tractor Co. 
in the U.S. to manufacture a small 
economical tractor to add to 
Oliver’s American line — the 
popular Oliver 500. Of the 1,648 
Oliver 500’s that were built, the 
whereabouts of only about 30 are 
known and they are owned by 
collectors. The David Brown 
company, itself later became a 
subsidiary of the JI Case company 
and its tractors are now manufac- 
tured under the Case name. 

Since it was first published 
two years ago, McGuire’s story 
about the Oliver 500 he refur- 
bished for his dad, Victor 
McGuire, has appeared in numer- 
ous other collectors magazines. 
And to kick off David’s debut as 
“Technical Tips” columnist, the 
Dec. 2008 issue of the David 
Brown Tractors publication also 
included a version of the story 
with additional information about 
Lonnie Amburgey, who operated 
Carmargo Tractor Sales in Mont- 
gomery County, and who was 
well known and highly respected 
throughout this area for his integ- 
rity and willingness to “go the 
extra mile” for his many custom- 
ers. Amburgey sold David’s dad, 
Victor, the Oliver 500 that David 
remembered from his own child- 
hood. That tractor accidentally 
burned, prompting David’s desire 
several years later to find another 
and restore it for his dad. 

David’s first Technical Tips ar- 
ticle dealt with salvaging and re- 
pairing the hitch balls used on the 
David Brown 850 Implematic 
tractor to hook up to three-point 



implements. Since the David 
Brown Implematic and the Oliver 
500 are essentially the same, 
David had no problem assessing 
what needed to be done. What he 
found to be challenging as a neo- 
phyte writer, was putting it all 
down on paper for his first-ever 
attempt to write a concise and 
readily-understandable “how-to” 



article. 

He quickly learned that dis- 
cerning what the problem is, 
what”s needed to fix it, and the 
process for accomplishing it 
sometimes requires no less 
thought and effort than writing 
the article. 

David soon learned that the 
thought processes required for 



both tasks are identical: First, as- 
sess the problem, determine the 
steps required to fix it in the or- 
der in which they need to be per- 
formed, determine the tools re- 
quired. Then for the article, write 
those steps down in the proper se- 
quence in as clear language as 
possible. Both require careful 
thought and attention to detail, 
and David succeeded with both 
for his first article. In addition, to 
achieve more clarity, he illus- 
trated each step with a photo- 
graph, compliments of his wife, 
Sandy, who made and processed 
the photos with her digital cam- 
era equipment as he completed 
each stage of the repair and pre- 
pared the completed article digi- 
tally to be e-mailed to the pub- 
lisher. 

One thing for sure, David says, 
he has learned to appreciate the 
thought and concentration that are 
required for writing concisely. 

David currently owns two vin- 
tage tractors in addition to the 
Oliver 500, which he shows at 
various shows. 

His latest project is repairing 
and refurbishing a mower he pur- 
chased recently at a local estate 
sale to go with the other Oliver 
implements for his tractor that he 
has refurbished, including a hay 
wagon, manure spreader, sickle 
mower, and a 14-inch plow.
